Doctor Porter, however, told of other 
sources from which nitrogen could be 
produced in the United States at the 
present time, more cheaply than from 
the atmosphere, in such large quantities 
that there would be no danger of a 
dearth of nitrogen here In the event 
of war, such as was threatened in Ger- 
many when her sources of outside sup- 
ply were cut off in the present war. 
"The fixation of nitrogen from the 
atmosphere forVapplication in agricul- 
ture and the ai ts Is an Industrial de- 
velopment 
now 
thoroughly 
well 
es- 
tablished In sev ?ral foreign countries. 
In Better Sh ipe Than Germany. 
"Whether in America, in the emer- 
gency of a gratt war and the shutting 
off of our foreign supply of nitrate, we 
should be obliged to meet the situation 
in the saiui way as Germany has done 
is very doubtful. 
Atmospheric 
nitro- 
gen fixation wHJwithout question even- 
tually be establishdin this country. 
This will be when itscsts, including 
capital charges, shall havebecome low 
enough to admit of profitable 
expan- 
sion of the industry. 
It will be wel- 
come as an additional and unlimited 
source of fixed nitrogen independent 
of the uncertainties 
of foreign 
im- 
portation. 
"At present, however, owing to con- 
ditions ailVcting the cost of power in 
this country,
